Churches. The Libel is here held as re- 
peated; aad the Purfuer in the firft Place 
infifted again the faid Mr. Fobx Grub and 
Mr. Robere Lindfay, for intruding’ into the 

Churches and Mantes of Orblo and Edze 
The ‘Proturatcts if Defence aid ‘Het 
prepone a Declinator, aliedging, thatthe 
Purfuer fhould:: condefeent, ’ whether’ the 
faids Perfunsintrudéd Before or after the 
A& 16953 becaule, if before, they were 
only to be purfited ‘before the Lords of 
Privy Couatil ; ald if after, they wereto 
be. purfued” before the Judges’ Ordinary, 
menrion’d f@ the A&. Bat’ it being’ ans 
fwer’d by the Parfaet; That he riteded not 
condeftend upon the Time of thé Tatrufion, 
othetways thau’ he bas ddne in the Lidel, 
in Refpeé, chat ifteney ‘intruded’ before 
the AQ ef Parliament 1695, ahd were 
 ” thereoti 
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thereon) convenable before the Privy. 
Council, her Majefty hath by. her Prock- 
mation remitted the Profecutian to. the 
Lords of Jufticiary ; and if they iatruded 
after the A& 1695, the Profecution. was 
referred to the Judges Ordinary only for 
the more ready Execution, but no ways to 
exclude the Lords of Jufticiary, even in 
the firft Inftance, {pecially fince her. Majefty 
by her Proclamation. had:recommended the 
atter to chem as faidis. 

The Lords repelled the Declinator. 

Then the Procurators in Defence alledg’d 
no Procefs, becaufe by the Aét of Parlia- 
ment 1694, the Profecution again /t Intru- 
ders was remitted to. the Judges Ordinary, 
upon Complaint. from. the Presbytery .of 
the Bounds, or any Perfon having-Warrant 
from them 3 fo that the Presbyceries Ware 
rant fhould have been produced,. and given 
out with the Libel. 

To which it was anfwer’d, 1, That the 
Acst-of Pagliamenc did ordain Procefs. aa 
the tnftance of any having thi: Presbyteries 
Warranty for the. greater Difpatth, and 
thas Preshyterics might not. be tied to 
Procurators Fi(cal: before thele inferior 
Courts, but might puriue by their own 
Procurator, which could never be interpret 
to hinder Presbyteries to purfte by the 
Agent for the Kirk, before the Lords of 
Jufticiary. But, : 

2. Mr. fobs Blair the Purfner is not 
only Agent for the Kirk, and hath the 
Concourfe of her Majefty’s Advocste, but 
has alfoa particular Warrant in Writ from 
the Presbyteries,. to purfue this Procefss 
Which Warrant is in the Clerks Mand3. 
And whereas it was anfwer'd, ‘That the 
Warrant ought to have beemgiven out with 
the Libel. It was reply’d, No Neceffity 
for it, it being futicient, thatthe Warrant 
is now produc din the Clerks Hands, which 
js af} chat the Act of Parliament requires in 
avy Cafe, and, more than is requifite in this 
Cafe. And. furder, it is Notour, that 
when her Majefty’s Advocate purfues any 
Pesfon for Treafon, to. which her Majefty’s 
Warrant is yequilite, it is always found 
fufficient for the Advocate to produce his 
Warrant, when the Libel is cafl’d and infift- 
ed in, and that therefore the Dilator ought 


to be repelled._ 


3. The Procurafors in Deferice alledgd 
for the Pannels, that they could not be 
removed, unlefs the Charches had been 
declar’d vacant 3 and that’tho’ they had 
been devlar’d vacant, the forefaid A& of 
Parliament did ftillrequire, that Intruders 
fhould be firft profecate before’ inferior 
Magiftrates, nothing of which was here 
done. 

To which it was anfwer'’d for the Pur- 
fuer. r. That the Churches were cer- 
tainly vacant, and fo declar’d to be de jure 
by the very A& of Patlidment, in fo far as 
the Defenders did produce no lawful Call 
and Admiffion, which was enough to qua 
lifie' them’tobeTntrudets. 2, They weré 
in Effedt’ ‘not (6 muth as Miniffers, in Re= 
gard that’ both thefe Defenders, Mrs. Grub 
aad’ Lindfay were only licenfed and ordain’d 
by Exau€torate Bifhops, as they themfelves 
could not deny, which fignify’d nothings 
3» For any thing that appears, neicher of 
theT woare-qualify’d, by taking the Oath’ 
of Allegiance, and praying for the’ Queen 
Nominatim, as the ‘Law requires 5 and 
therefore ought to be difcharged to preach 
any where. But 4. Thefé Churches are 
alfo declared vacant by Aés of the Pref- 
byteries, and of the Commiffion of the 
Church produced in the Clerks Hand. But 
5. Efto that it were not fo, yet thefe two 
Pannels are certainly Intruders, having no 
lawful Cal and Admiffion, and confequent 
ee to be removed in the Terms of t 
Libel. 

4. It was alledg’d forthe Pannels. That 
there was Lis pendens againtt them for their 
Introftdn, efore'the Sheriff: Like as, the 
Sheriff-Cleiks, one Ogilvy, had. given a Cer~ 
tificaté thereon, whith was read in Court. 

To which ft was anfwer’d, That the 
Certificate wes ofno Value, becaufe it was 
indeed only impetrate by the Pamnels from 
the faid Clerks after che raifing of. this Pro- 
cefs, and ou purpofe to fruftrate the fame. 
But 2.Whatever was done befure theSheriff, 
as indeed there was pothing at the Presby- 
teries Inftance, yet there having’ been no 
Litis-conteffation in the Matter, the 
Agent for the Kirk might freely life and 
abandon that Procefs, to profecute the faid 
Affais before the Lords of Jufticiary “abi 

there~ 
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therefore fince the Pannels had no Shadow 
of Defence, they ought tobe fentenc’d to 
remove, in th Terms of the Conclufion of 


the Libel.
